Thirty Years For Czolgosz. 


Jurists declare that Czolgosz, the 


would-be assassin, can be kept in jail 
for thirty years or more, even though 
the president's recovery should pre- 
vent 
a 
charge 
of murder being 


brought. Czolgosz will be indicted 
,nd put on trial on six separate counts, 
including two felonious assaults on 
the president, assaults on the three 
men who bore him to the ground and 
carrying concealed weapons. He will 
be tried, 
convicted 
and sentenced 


separately on each count, so that, in 
any event, he will be quite an aged 
man before he regains his liberty. 
Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister to 
the United States, says that in China 
Czolgosz's punishment would be the 
lin-chi, or death by a thousand stabs. 


Doctors Now Snre. 


- An Associated Press despatch dated 
Buffalo, N. Y., September 10, says: 
"The corps of eminent surgeons and 
physicians in attendance upon the 
wounded president to-day committed 
themselves without reservation to the 
opinion that their patient was out of 
danger, and that only the possibility 
of complications threatened his life. 
They did not give assurance of his re- 
covery collectively over their signa- 
tures in an official bulletin, but they 
went a long way toward it individually 
and separately during the day. Each 
of them, with the exception of Dr. 
Rixey, who did not leave the Milburn 
residence, placed himself squarely on 
record, not privately to the friends of 
the president, but publicly through 
the agency of the press, that the dan- 
ger point had passed and that the pres- 
ident would survive the attempt upon 
his life. Of course, we will all feel 
easier when a week has passed,' said 
Dr. McBurney, the dean of the corps.

Czolgosz Tells More. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., September 11.— 


Laon F. Czolgosz has confessed to the 
police that his attempt upon the life 
of President McKinley was the result 
ol a conspiracy in which many besides 
himself had a part. So far as can be 
learned Czolgosz h as refused to mention 
any name except that of Emma Gold- 
man, but papers are in existence which, 
if they can be discovered, will lay bare 
the entire conspiracy and will result 
in wholesale arrests, followed 
by 


prosecutions. Czolgosz announces his 
determination of entering a plea of 
guilty when he is brought to trial. In 
his confession Czolgosz has told of his 
attempt to destroy the written evi- 
dences of the conspiracy, He has said 
that time did not permit him to burn 
the papers as he had desired. Czolgotz 
knew that if he was to meet the presi- 
dent of the United States at the Tem- 
ple of Music at the Pan-American ex- 
position he had to be in early. Before 
leaving his room in Nowak's hotel he 
gathered

all his papers,

Superintendent Bull has 
asked him to take detectives to the 
spot, but he said that he could not 2nd 
his way there. Inch by inch the sew- 
ers of this city are being searched, 
and, if such a thing is possible, those 
papers will be recovered.

Pronounce It "Shollgosch." 


A despatch from Chicago says: 
The 


name of the man Cz jlgosz, who shot 
President McKinley, offers a problem 
in pronunciation to nine- tenths of those 
who attempt to speak it. 
It is one of 


those names which the English alpha- 
bet cannot spell phonetically and which 
the average English-speaking person 
stumbles over in trying to exprefas after 
hearing it spoken by a Russian. Writ- 
ten according to its sound, the name of 
Czolgosz, or its nearest equivalent, is 
'Tehollgosch,' or more broadly speak- 
ing, 'Shollgosch.' 
The former pro- 


nunciation is the one given yesterday 
by Sergt. Ter-Isaian, of the detective 
bureau, who is a Russian and who is 
familiar with the varied dialects in 
Polish Russia, from whence the parents 
of Leon Czolgosz came to this country. 
'Cz' is represented in the Russian alpha 
bet by a character which is pronounced 
'seh', the same as though one were sup

BEDFORD PUBLIC SCHOOLS

WASHINOTOS, 
September 10.—The 


terrible calamity which has befallen 
President McKinley has been almost 
the sole topic of conversation in Wash- 
ington since Friday night 
The news 


came just as people employed in the 
departments were going home to din- 
ner and just before the shops closed 
for the night. There were some hun- 
dreds of people who did not go home Alleghenj 
to dinner at all. They stood about in Bedford. 
front of the bulletin boards watching 
for the latest report and discussing the 
news 
The three great newspaper 


offices, the Times, the Post and the Star, 
all occupy buildings on Pennsylvania 
avenue within about four blocks of 
each other, and that part of the great 
thoroughfare was black with people, 
To one standing in front of the treas- 
ury and looking toward the capitol it 
might have seemed that an actual 
shadow had fallen across the path- 
way which has been twice travrrsed 
by President McKinley on his wiy to 
take the oath of inauguration. These 
crowds were not mere curiosity-im- 
pelled sensation hunters. They felt a 
sense of personal Bfflict'on, for there 
has been no more popular president in 
the White House since its erection 
than Mr. MeKinley has been so far as 
his private character is concerned. 


A lesson taught by the tragic event 


was pointed out immediately. As one 
energetic person put it, in discussing 
tbe first bulletin, "This means 'Round 
up the Reds!'" While to the masses 
of the people the tragedy was unex- 
pected and unaccountable, it was not 
so to many astute observers of public 
events in this city and elsewhere. The 
assassinations of the Empress Eliza- 
beth and of King Humbert foreshad- 
owed only too plainly the selection of 
another victim in the near future and 
the United States, as yet untouched by 
anarchistic plots of this kind, was the 
fijld most likely to be selected for the 
next coup. President McKinley owed 
his misfortune to the fact that he hap- 
pened to be president at this particu- 
lar time, not to anything whatever 
that he may have done. 


This is fortunate, since it relieves all 


his antagonists from the fearful odium 
of having suggested or encouraged any 
crazy fanatic to commit such a crime. 
The matter had been carefully arranged 
and planned by a society of anarchists, 
and the man selected to do the deed 
calmly did as he was told. Thequestion 
is how such things can be prevented in 
the future. 
It is futile to expect to 


prevent them by guarding all public 
men. 
The network of police in Russia

The President Shot Down In Cold 


CRIME COMMITTED AT 
BUFFALO. 


Mr, McKinlef Twice Wounded bj a Confessed Inerdiisl-One 


Penetrated His Breast, the Other His Stomach-to 
taasin 


ftrrested-Sajs 
He Has Cone His Dirt), 


BUFFALO, N. Y , September 6.—Pres- 


ident McKinley was shot twice by an 
assassin as he stood in the Temple of 
Music at the Pan-American exposition 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. The shots 
were fired by Frederick Nieman, of 
Detroit, who says that he is an anarch- 
ist and has "only done his duty." The 
attempted assassination took place in 
the presence 
of 3,000 persons, who 


had crowded into the Temple of Music, 
while 10,000 others stood outside the 
Temple waiting for a chance to enter 
and shake hands with the president. 


The first bnllet struck the president 


in the chest, deflected from the ster- 
num to the right and traveled beneath 
the skin to a point directly below the 
right nipple. 1'he second bullet pene- 
trated the stcmaeh. Only a superficial 
wound was caused by the first bullet, 
and within five minutes after the phy- 
sicians reached the president it had 
been removed. The second bullet was 
not found. 


An operation was performed on the 


president at the emergency hospital on 
the exposition grounds at 0 o'clock by 
Dr. Matthew D. Mann, Dr. John Par- 
menter and Dr. Herman Mynter. The 
president's abdomen was opened, but 
the bullet was not found. Drainage 
tubes were inserted, the incision was 
sewed up and at 7:45 o'clock the presi- 
dent was removed to the home of John 
G. Milburn, at Delaware avenue and 
Ferry street. The doctors stated after

support him. 


Almost before the noise of the sec- 


ond shot sounded Niemen was seized 
by S. K. Ireland, United States secret 
service man, who stood directly oppo- 
site the president. Ireland threw him 
to the floor and as he fell a negro 
waiter named John Harper also leaped 
upon him. 
Soldiers of the United 


States artillery detailed at the recep- 
tion sprang forward, as did a squad 
of exposition police and secret service 
detectives. 
Detective Gallagher grab- 


bed Nieman's right hand,tore away the 
handkerchief and seized the revolver. 
Meanwhile Ireland and the negro held 
the assassin, endeavoring to shield 
him from the attacks of the infuriated 
artillerymen and the blows of the 
policemen's elubs. 


Supported by Detective Geary and 


President Milburn and surrounded by 
Secretary George B. Cortelyou and 
half a dozen exposition otlicials, the 
president was assisted to a chair. His 


to a flagpole standing nearby. "Lynch 
him !" cried a hundred voices and a 
start was made for one of the en- 
trances of the Temple. Soldiers and 
police beat back the crowd. Guards 
and people were wrangling, shouting 
and fighting. In this confusion Nie- 
man, still bleeding and his clothes 
torn, was led out by Capt. James P. 
Vallaly, chief of the exposition de- 
tectives, Commandant Robinson and a 
squad of secret service men. Nieman 
was thrown into a carriage and three 
detectives jumped in with him. Cap- 
tain Vallaly jumped on the driver's 
seat and lashed the horses into a 
gallop. The crowd burst into a roar. 
•'Murderer! Assassin! Lynch, hang 


him," 
were the cries. Men sprang at 


the horses and clutched at the wheels 
of the 
carriage. 
Nieman huddled 


back between two detectives. Soldiers 
fought a way clear at the heads of the 
horses and, pursued by thousands, the 
carriage whirled across the esplanade, 
across 
the 
triumphal 
causeway, 


through the Lincoln parkway gate and 
down Delaware avenue until police 
headquarters was reached. 


While an immense crowd surged in 


front of police headquarters threaten- 
ing the life of the would-be murderer 
every effort was being made to bring to 
the president's bedside the best sur- 
geons that could bo secured. 


respiration was normal throughout 
and at no time was his breathing labor- 
ed or difficult. 
The operation waa a 


complete success from the viewpoint 
of the physicians present. The danger 
now is from complications, that most 
feared being peritonitis. 
President 


McKinley showed no indication of hav- 
ing suffered from the shock of the at- 
tempted assassination or the opera- 
tion. If that condition continues it is 
probable that he will recover. 


ANAKOHIST SAYS HE'S LEON OZOLOOSZ. 


BUFFALO, • September 
6.—Late to- 


night, under cross-examination' by de- 
tectives, the assassin admitted that his 
name was Leon Czolgosz. 
He came 


here from Cleveland a week ago and 
hired a room from John Nowak, a 
saloonkeeper at 1078 Broadway. He 
says he had no intention of BEsassinaf 
ing the president until this morning. 
The prisoner is unmarried, can read 
and write and seems to be a fairly in- 
telligent man. Czolgosz insists that no 
one aided him in his crime, but the 
police hold a different opinion. They 
say he was shielded by an accomplice 
as he approached the president in the 
Temple. 


CZOLGOSZ MAKES CONFESSION. 


Czolgosz knows that he will be tried 


under the laws of New York and that 
if the president shall live his sentence 
will be comparatively light—10 years 
in prison. Should the president die 
the murderer will perish in the electric 
chair. 
It was with this knowledge 


that the assassin on Saturday made the 
following 
confession to the police, 


transcribing and signing it himself: 


"I was born in Detroit near 29 years 


ago. My parents were Russian Poles. 
They came here 42 years ago. I got 
my education in the public schools of 
Detroit and then went to Cleveland, 
where I got work. In Cleveland I read 
books on Socialism and met a great 
many Socialists. 
I was pretty well 


known as a Socialist in the west. After 
being in Cleveland for several years I 
went to Chicago, where I remained 
seven months, after which I went to 
Newburg, on the outskirts of Cleveland, 
and went to work in the Newbnrg wire 
mills.

the operation that they were hopeful 
and that while the wound caused by 
the second shot was serious, it was not 
necessarily fatal. At 7 o'clock to-night, 
and alter an operation had been per- 
iormcd on the president, the following 
"bulletin was issued by the physicians: 


"The president was shot about 4 


o'clock. One bullet struck him on the 
•upper breast bone, glancing and not 
penetrating. The second bullet pene- 
trated the abdomen five inches below 
the left nipple and one and one-half 
inches to the left of the median line. 
The abdomen was opened through the 
line of the bullet wound. It was found 
that the bullet had penetrated the 
stomfcch. 
The opening in the front 


wall of the stomach was carefully 
closed with silk sutures, after which a 
search was made for a hole in the back 
wall of the stomach. This was found 
and also closed in the same way. The 
further course of the bnllet could not 
be discovered, although careful search 
was made. The abdominal wound was 
closed without drainage. 
No injun 


to the intestines er other abdomini 
organs was discovered. The patien 
stood the operation well; pulse of good 
quality, rate 130. 
Condition at the 


conclusion of the operation was grati- 
fying. The result cannot be foretold. 
His condition at present justifies hope 
of recovery." 


The man who did the shooting was 


seized immediately by the detectives. 
He offered no resistance and at first re- 
fused to give any information about 
himself. Later he said his name was 
Frederick Nieman, that he was 23 years 
old and had come to Buffalo from De- 
troit a week ago. 
He was living at 


1035 Broadway. He gave his occupa- 
tion as blacksmith, and said he was 
born in Detroit. 


The reception to the president this 


afternoon was one to which the gen- 
eral pnblie had been invited. Presi 
dent John G. Milburn, of the exposi- 
tion, had introduced the president to 
the great crowd in the Temple and 
men, women and children came for-

ace was very white, but he made no 
Dutcry and sank back with one hand 
lolding his abdomen and the other 
ambling at his breast. His eyes 
were open and he was clearly con- 
scious of all that had happened. 


He looked up into President Mil- 


burn's face and gasped "Cortelyou." 
The president's secretary bent over 


him. 
"Cortelyon," said the president, 


'my wife. 
Be careful about her. 


Don't let her know.'' 
Moved by pain 


he writhed to the left, and then his 
eyes fell on the prostrate form of his 
would-be murderer. 
Nieman lay on 


the floor, helpless beneath the blow s 
of the guard. 
The president raised 


his right hand and placed it on the 
shoulder of his secretary. 
"Let no 


one hurt him," he said, and then sank 
back in the chair while the guards 
carried Nieman away. 


An ambulance from the exposition 


hospital was summoned immediately 
and the president, still conscious, sank 
upon the stretcher. Secretary Cortel 
you and Mr. Milburn rode with him in 
the ambulance, and in nine minutes 
after the shooting the president was 
waiting the arrival of surgeons, who 
id been summoned from all parts o 
he city and by special train from 
iagara Falls. 
The president con 


inued conscious and conversed with 
[r. Cortelyou and Mr. Milburn on hi 


way to the hospital. "I am sorry," h 
aid, "to have been the cause of tronbl 
o the exposition." 
The news that • the president ha 
een shot passed across the expositioi 
•rounds and the crowd around th 
'emple grew until it counted 50,00 
jersons. This big crowd followed tb 
imbulance respectfully to the hospita 
and then divided itself into two parts 
jne anxious to learn the condition of 
he president and to catch every rumor 
that came from the hospital, the other 
eager to find the assassin and to pun- 
sh him. It is certain that if the 
officials had not used remarkable dili- 
•ence in taking Nieman out of the 
way of the crowd he would have been 


ward for a personal greeting. Among 
those in line was Nieman, whose right 
hand was wrapped in a handkerchief. 
Folded in the handkerchief was the 
revolver he was to use. A little gir' 
•was led up by her father and the presi 
dent shook hands with her. As she 
passed along to the right the presi 
dent looked after her, smiled and 
waved his hand in a pleasant farewell 
Next in line cams the assassin. A 
the president turned to the right again 
bringing his right hand about in tbi 
characteristic attitude with which h 
extends it while receiving, Nieman 
thrust out both his hands, brushei 
aside tbe president's extended ham 
and brought the revolver hidden in th 
handkerchief up against the pres 
dcnt'i cheat. At the same instant h 


mobbed and beaten to death. Nieman 
had been carried into a side room at 
the northwest corner of the Temple. 
There he was searched, but nothing 
was found upon him except a letter 
relating to lodging. The officers wash- 
ed the blood from bis face and asked 
him who he was and why he had tried 
to kill the president. He made no an- 
swer at first, but finally gave the 
name of Nieman. He is of medium 
height, smooth shaven, brown-haired 
and was dressed in the ordinary 
clothes of a mechanic. He offered no 
explanation of the deed, except that he 
was an anarchist and had done his 
duty. 


A detail of exposition guards and a 


company of soldiers were summoned. 
A carriage was called. South of the 


Six doctors were at the president's 


ide within thirty seconds after his 
rrival at the hospital and the nurses 
ad made ready for the task of the sur- 
•eons. The president was stripped and 
ilaced where the surgeons might see 
lis wounds. The first news that came 
rom the operating room was that one 
bullet had been extracted, that this 


•cund was superficial and by no means 
serious. 
Then came the news of the 


second bullet and the information that 
.he bullet had not been found and that 
the doctors had decided to wait for 


consultation of surgeons before be- 


ginning an operation. 
At six o'clock it 


was announced that the president was 
about to undergo the operation to find 
the second bullet. Dr. Mann perform- 
ed the operation, assisted by Drs. Par- 
menter, Mynter and Eixey. The crowd 
waited patiently for twenty minutes, 
when the news was brought to it that 
the president had undergone the opera- 
tion, that the bullet had not been 
found, that the drainage tubes had 
been inserted, the incision had been 
sewed up, and the surgeons were hope- 
ful of the outcome. 
Arrangements 


were made to remove the president to 
the Milbnrn house before any reaction 
might set in. 
Four surgeons carried 


the stretcher on which the president 
lay. His head rested on a pillow and a 
white sheet concealed all but his face, 
which looked as white as the linen 
around it. 
There was not a sound 


from the crowd. All heads were bare. 
It cou'd be seen that the presidentwas 
conscious, that his eyes were open, but 
he made no sign. 


At the operation it was found that 


the second and serious wound was a 
bullet hole in the abdomen about five 
inches below the left nipple and an 
inch and a half to the left of the me- 
dian line. 
The bullet which caused 


that wound penetrated both the inte- 
rior and posterior walls of the stomach, 
going completely through that organ. 
It was found also that as a conse" 
quence of the perforation the stomach 
fluid had circulated about the abdom- 
inal cavity. Further examination dis- 
closed that the hole made by the en- 
trance of the bullet was small and 
clean cut, while that on the other side 
of the stomach was large and ragged. 
A five-inch incision was made and 


"During the last five years I had had 


as friends anarchists in Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Detroit and other western cities 
and I suppose I became more or less 
bitter. Yes, I know I was bitter. I 
never had much luck at anything, 
and this preyed upon me. It made 
me morose and envious, but what 
started the craze to kill was a lecture 
I heard some little time ago by Emma 
Goldman. She was in Cleveland, and 
I and other anarchists went to hear her 
She set me on fire. 


"Her doctrine that all rulers should 


be exterminated was what set me to 
thinking, so that my head nearly split 
with the pain. Miss Goldman's words 
went right through me and when I left 
the lecture 1 had made up my mind 
that I would have to do something 
heroic for the cause I loved. 


"Eight days ago, while I was in Chi- 


cago, I read in a Chicago newspaper of 
President McKinley's visit to the Pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo. That 
day I bought a ticket for Buffalo and 
got there with the determination to do 
something, but did not know just what. 
I thought of shooting the president, 
but I had not formed a plan. I went 
to live at 1078 Broadway, which is a 
saloon and hotel. 
John Nowak, a 


Pole, asortof politician, who has led his 
people here for years, owns it. I told 
Nowak that I came to see the fair. He 
knew nothing about what was set- 
ting me crazy. I went to the exposi- 
tion grounds a couple of times a day. 


"Not until Tuesday morningidid the 


resolution to shoot the president take 
a hold of me. It was in my heart; 
there was no escape for me. I could 
not have conquered it had my life been 
at stake. 
There were thousands of 


people in town on Tuesday. I heard it 
was President's Day. All those people 
seemed bowing to the great ruler. I 
made up.my mind to kill that ruler. 
I bought a 32-caliber revolver and load- 
ed it. 


"On Tuesday night I went to the fair 


grounds and was near the rear gate 
when the presidential party arrived. 
I tried to get near him, but the police 
forced me back. They forced every- 
body back, so that the great ruler 
could pass. I was close to the presi- 
dent when he got into the grounds, but 
was afraid to attempt the assassina- 
tion because there were so many men 
in the bodyguard that watched him 
I was not afraid of them or that I 
should get hurt, but afraid I might be 
seized and that my chance would be 
gone forever. 
Well, he went away 


that time and I went home. On "Wed- 
nesday I went to the grounds and stood 
right near the president, right under 


him, 
near the stand from which he

If you take a dozen soldiers as like 


each other ns peas so Car as height, 
weight, strength, age. courage and 
general appearance go and wound them 
all In precisely the same way, you will 
find that Bcarcely any two of them are 
affected alifea. 


One man on receiving a bullet la his 


leg will go on fighting as if nothing 
had happened. He does not know, In 
fact, that be now contains a bullet. 
But perhaps In two or three minutes 
he will grow faint and fall. 


Another man, without feeling the 


slightest pain, will tremble all over, 
totter and fall at once, oven though 
the wound Is really very alight 


A third will cry out In a way to 


frighten his comrades and will forget 
everything In his agony. A fourth will 
grow stupid and look like an idiot. 


Some soldiers wounded in the slight- 


est manner will have to be carried off 
the fleld. Others, although perhaps 
fatally Injured, can easily walk to the 
ambulance. 
Many die quickly from 


the shock to the nervous system". 


A very curious case is recorded In 


the surgical history of the American 
civil war, In which three officers were 
hit Just at the same time. 
One had 


his leg from the knee down carried 
away, but he rode ten miles to the 
hospital. Another lost his little finger, 
and he became a raving maniac, while 
a third was shot through the body 
and, 
though he did not shod a drop of 


blood externally, lie dropped dead from 
the shock.—New York Telegram.

One of the extracts from Dr. O'Mea- 


ra's St. Helena diary in The Century 
records Napoleon's views on the pre- 
cautions taken to prevent his escape. 


He spoke anew about escaping and 


said that If he was inclined to try It, 
which he was not, there were 95 
chances In 100 against his effecting it 
"But," said he, "this jailer every week 
Imposes new and vexatious restrictions 
upon me, just as If I was In a place 
where I had nothing to do but to step 
Into a boat and be away. When I was 
at Elba, It was different. 
It Is true 


that while one lives there Is a chance 
of escape. Although ironed and chain- 
ed down, Inclosed In a cell of stone and 
every human precaution taken against 
a possibility of it, still there is a chance 
of escape, and the only way to prevent 
It Is to put me to death. 


"This Is the only sure way. Let him 


put me to death, and all uneasiness on 
the part of the European powers, Lord 
Castlcreagh himself ana his govern- 
ment will cease. 
No more expense 


then; no more squadrons to watch me 
or poor soldiers, fatigued to death with 
pickets and guards or harassed with 
carrying burdens up those precipices. 
I am sure those poor devils have rea- 
son to hate me and wish my death. 
They must, however, be couscious that 
the fatiguing duties imposed upon 
them are unnecessary and vexatious, 
as the sight of the island must con- 
vince every one but n suspicious cog- 
Hone that escape from it was nearly 
Impossible unless, as I have said be- 
fore, that while there Is life there Is a 
chance, if attempted. 


"Where could I go to, allowing that I 


got out of the Island? Every place I 
could arrive at 1 would find enemies to 
seize me. This governor's conduct will 
soon be known in England and will not 
procure him any credit there. Those 
officers all will write an account of the 
unnecessary rigor with which I am 
treated and their opinion of It 
The 


newspapers will be full of it"
